The Federal league which has 


passed out of existence was fora- 
S-d in 1913 by John T. Powers of 
'•Chicago. Six clubs composed the 
tsircuit-Chicsgo, St. Louis, Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Indianapolis, 
tand Cmmgton, N. Y. When Pres- 
ident Gilmore succeeded Powers 
•the Covington club was switched 
."to Kansas City, and the six clubs 
*. which wound up the 1913 season 
furnished the neucules of the or- 
ganization which waged a war 
against organized baseball for 
two years 
. 
The biggest surprise of the 


Federals was sprung in December, 
1913 when President Gilmore an- 
nounced the signing of Tinker as 
manager of the Chicago club and 
Brown as manager of St. Louis. 
The league was expanded to in- 
clude eight cities. Alluring sal- 
aries were offered the stars of or- 
ganized baseball ™d scores o£ 
them joined the invaders. 


Men of wealth 
in Pittsburgh, 


St Louis, 
Brooklyn and other 


cities were- interested in the 
league and costly ball parks were 
constructed early in the season of 
1914.

He said that when the big war broke out m 
Europe Greece was not only ready, but was willing to participate on 
the ,lde of the allies. Greece proposed to the allies that she send an 
army over to take Constantinople and drive the Turks from Europe 


aiJung that the allies send an army of strong proportions to block off 
w. German, and Austrians from coming to the aid of Turkey 1 his 
request was turned down at the instance of Russia who wan ed Con- 
s'antrnople herself. She told Greece to go ahead and that she, Rus- 
s,a, would send in an army to occupy Constantinople, but that under 
no circumstances should the Greek army come within ten mdes of 
that city. Greece refused to accede to these terms. 


Later when the Austro-German drive through Serbia was wiping 


cut all opposition the allies hastily offered to agree to Greece's terms 
as previously offered. Greece refused to act, however, pointing out 
tnat Bnlgaria had entered into the war and that Austro-German and 
Bulgarian armies were ready to attack her if she took any action, 
and that the only thing for her to do now was to maintain strict neu- 
^ 'ine same man also said that the reason Greece objected to Bul- 
garian Turkish,and Italian armies entering her territory was that 
"he mistrusted them. She feared that if they once got a foothold m 
her territory they would never leave peaceably. On the other hand 
they- had faith in the pledges of the English, French, Germans and 
Austrians and allowed their armies to occupy or to attack at Sa- 
loniki This explains the mystery of Italy failing to send an army to 
Saloniki, when she is within easy reach of tho territory involved. 


• 
The local Greeks keep in close touch with political affairs in 


their home country, through their papers, and the explanation given 
above is the most plausible and satisfactory we have seen as to 
Greece's attitude. It seems perfectly logical, and is easily under- 
Klandable.

THE ATTITUDE OF GREECE 


We were talking the other day with one of the members of the 


local Greek colony, and he gave some interesting information as to 
the attitude of Greece during the^preseht war, especially explaining 
her stand at this time. He said that when the big war broke out in 
Europe Greece was not only ready, but was willing to participate on 
the side of the allies. Greece proposed to the allies that she send an 
army over to take Constantinople and drive the Turks from Europe, 
asking that the allies send an army of strong proportions to block off 
uie Germans and Anstrians from coming- to the aid of Turkey. This 
request was turned down at the instance of Russia who wanted Con- 
s'antmople herself. She told Greece to go ahead and that she, Rus- 
sia, would send in an army to occupy Constantinople, but that under 
no circumstances should the Greek army come within ten miles of 
ihat city. Greece refused to accede to these terms 


Later when the Austro-German drive through Serbia was wiping 


out ail opposition the allies hastily offered to agree to Greece's terms 
as previously offered. Greece refused to act, however, pointing out 
tnat Bulgaria had entered into the war and that Austro-German and 
Bulgarian armies were ready to attack her if she took any action, 
and that the only thing for her to do now was to maintain strict neu- 
trality. 


The same man also said that the reason Greece objected to Bul- 


garian, Turkish and Italian armies entering her territdry was that 
she mistrusted them. She feared that if they once got a foothold in 
her territory they would never leave peaceably. '. On the other hand 
they had faith in the pledges of the English. French, Germans and 
Austrians, and allowed their armies to occupy or to attack at Sa- 
loniki. This explains the mystery of Italy failing to send an army to 
Salonikvwheii she is within easy reach of the territory involved. 


The1 local Greeks keep in close touch with political affairs in 


iheir home country, through their papers, and^the explanation,given 
above is the most plausible and satisfactory' we have seen as to 
Greece's attitude. It seems perfectly logical, and is easily under- 
standable.

MEDICAL FRAUD EXPOSED

At a Columbus medical society meeting Monday evening a prom- 


inent physician scored some of his brethren for alleged impositions 
upon the public. He referred to use of a medicine widely known as 
''Twilight Sleep" said to relieve the Rains of motherhood, and de- 
clared that the "Twilight Sleep" as administered by Columbus phy- 
licitus was "an aieh fake." He said that there was not a physician 
in Columbus administering "Twilight Sleep" as described in the 
Ereiberg clinic. The doctor said the large number of Columbus wo- 
men who have taken so-ealled twilight sleep from local physicians 
have been hocused, injections of plain water having been substituted 
]n some cases for morphine, according to a report in the Ohio State 
Journal. 


* "A hospital room, especially lighted,.heated and provided with 


extensive equipment, with nurses in constant attendance upon the 
patient, are required to administer properly twilight sleep," assert- 
ed the doctor. "No Columbus hospital is so equipped", he added. 


It will no doubt be highly interesting to patients who have been 


under the impression that they were receiving one of the latest med- 
ical treatments to learn that they had plain water injected into them 
jiletead, and of course it will tend to largely increase the confidence 
o£ the people at large in Columbns physicians. But we wonder, in

•with it. In any other profession the statute against fraud looms up' 
Urge and bold, and those who transgress must pay the penalty. Why 
•re these physicians exeniptf Why, for instance, does not the Ohio 
State Medical board, which has such tremendous love, for the ethics 
of the profession, why does it not take some action in this matter? 
Is a doctor, who fraudulently deceives his patient, fit to have a di- 
ploma to practice! 


But the whole thing domes back to something we have long in- 


tended to say, and that is, in a vast majority of .cases-those afflicted 
cau get better and more conscientious treatment from their home 
physicians than they would receive from so-called specialists in large 
cities. There are a few great specialists in the land and in many easel 
iLey should be'consnlted. But for every real expert there are a dozen 
or more whose chief claim to distinction is the word "specialist" 
they have had printed upon their stationery or their office door. 
These charlatans of the profession are "specialists" because they 
know there is more money in it for them. 


So trust your home physicians, the men you know and in whom 


} tu have confidence. If your disease is beyond their skill they will 
know of some one who stands pre-eminent in that particular line and 
they will assist you in getting into comniunicatiott with him.
